frank L. Shaw, manager of the D. M. 
Osborne Company, who ‘resides at 1620 
Bouth Compton.avenue, has been the re- 
cipient of a box of candy plentifully 
sprinkled with a brownish powder. The 
candy was left at the front door by some 
person unseen by the family. 

Prior to the receipt of the candy two 
anonymous notes were received by Mrs. 
Shaw, and a man called at the house and 
delivered a threatening verbal message to 
Mrs. Shaw. 

Mr. Shaw believes that the acts of the 
anonymous persecutor emanate from a4 re- 
cent disaffection in the Lafayette Park M. 
E. Church, South, of which ha and his wife 
are members. Mr. .Shaw is chairman of 
the music committee of the church. In this 
capacity he dispensed with the volunteer 
choir that was serving. the church and in- 
stalled a paid choir. 

The anonymous communications charge 
Mr. and Mrs. Shaw with’being too officious 
in the affairs of the church and admonish 
them to “take’ a back seat’ and to not 
go to the church any more under pain of 
dire consequences.

It is probable that in view of such a con- 
tingency immediate orders will be issued 
for the mobilization of the fleet reserve. 
The emergency is regarded by the minis- 
try as of the gravest possible character. 
The Queen is remaining at Windsor in- 
stead of following her hitherto invariable 
custom of going to the Isle of Wight for 
Christmas, 

The British public is awaiting with the 
keenest apprehension the first ftndication of 
active hostility from Continental enemies. 

A reconstruction of the Cabinet is eagerly 
discussed in political circles; Many deem 
it imperative that its old and useless mem- 
bers, like Goschen, Chaplin and Cross, shall 
be sacrificed. Lord Salisbury, oppressed 
with public and private cares and shaken 
in health, is declared to be anxious to re- 
tire, but it is répresented to him that his 
disappearance would inevitably cause a to- 
tal collapse of the administration. 

A dead set is being made against Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, on the ground of his alleged 
refusal to provide adequate funds for 
transport at an earlier stage of the war. 

It is algo suggested that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s retirement may be forced by party 
pressure, confidence in him being complete- 
ly shaken. 

Should the war continue much longer 
without a decisive British success the for- 
mation of a National Coalition Ministry is 
certain, with Lord Rosebery as Foreign 
Minister, and probably Mr. Asquith a6 
Colonial Secretery, Lord Salisbury retain- 
ing the Premiership, but giving a propor- 
tion of the portfolios to the Liberal Im-

Prosecutien Dissatisfied With 
Coroner’s Verdict. 


FULL INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 


OFFICIALS SAY IMPORTANT EVI- 
DENCE HAS DEVELOPED. 


Facts Brought to Light That May Clear 
Up the Mystery of the 
Vandalia Tragedy.

VANDALIA, II1., Dec. 18.—The people of 
Vandalia are not satisfied with the cursory 
investigation of the Coroner’s jury into the 
death of Lafayette Pryor, who was mur- 
dered while asleep in his home, as told 
in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Prosecuting Attorney EB. B. Spurgeon to- 
day issued orders to Coroner Cox to have 
the body of Lafayette Pryor exhumed. He 
declared the Coroner’s jury seriously erred 
in not having an autopsy held, “The mur- 
derer of Pryor,” said Spurgeon, “‘must be 


brought to justice. I ‘have facts in my pos- 
pan which will tend to clear the mys- 


y. 
The Post-Dispatch has ascertained infor- 
mation which throws a distinct light on the 
tragedy. 

Pryor was 60 years old and the father of 
a large family. He was one of the best- 
Known men in Fayette County, and had 
resided near Vandalia for upwards of a 
quarter of a century. He was descended 
of an old Virginia family. Firm in the es- 
teem of the community, he made many 
friends, though he sought few favors. His 
income, not inconsiderable, was derived 
from the proceeds of his farm, which is sit- 
uated about three miles southeast of this

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THE QUEEN AND MEDIATION. 


That Queen Victoria is suffering keenly from the disas- 
ters which have overtaken the British arms is made clear 
in the London cable to the Sunday Post-Dispatch, The 
Queen has always hated war and has more than once ex- 
pressed the hope since the jubilee that her last years might 
be years of peace. If she could have her way the South 
African war would probably come to a speedy end. 

Some influence, emanating from high sources seems to be 
felt in Washington where, it is said, an offer of mediation is 
being considered. At the instigation of the British Government 
itself, the Secretary of State is preparing the tender of Amer- 
ican good offices. 

It isn’t at all likely that the war party in England is 
ready for such a step. But it is no less certain that they 
would welcome a breathing time. They realize now that they 
are fighting for something more than a diamond mine. The 
empire itself is in danger. 

What more natural than to let the benevolent Queen and 
her sensible Prime Minister take a hand in this round about 
fashion and procure an armistice, if not a peace. The Queen 
still has influence in public affairs and her heart is all for 
peace, 


President Kruger was a good prophet when he told 
England that the attempt to annex the South African repub- 
lics would be costly. Every British General in South Africa 
has been, whipped, the Dutch troops hold nearly all the 
territory north of the Orange River, and England is send- 
ing her greatest generals and the flower of her army to 
save the empire from far-reaching disaster. The pity for 
the Boers, because of the great cdds against them, will 
have to be shifted.to the. British who are thé greater suf- 
ferers. The civilized world ig already aghast at the magni- 
tude and horror of the war. It should be stopped. 
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MAKING PROGRESS, 


The World’s Fair movement made satisfactory progress 
last week. 

Not only were the signed subscriptions numerous and gen- 
erous, but negotiations which have been going on for some 
time with certain large railway companies are drawing to a 
successful conclusion. The subscriptions which are looked 
for from these contributors will, it is said, exceed $250,000. 

A very encouraging note is in the temper of the general 
public, which now seems to take the World’s Fair for grant- 
ed and is beginning to consider actual preparations. These 
should be before the community for consideration in the first 
weeks of the new year. 


If the Paper Trust, the Type Trust and the Machinery 
Trust are crushing the weekly newspapers of the country, 
those journals should unite in an appeal to Congress. It 
is true that the present Congress is expected to do the bid- 
ding of the Administration, regardless of justice, but a united 
press is a power which even such an Administration has 
good reason to fear.

DISBELIEF IN MIRACLES 


THEOLOGY AS TAUGHT IN YALE 
DIVINITY SCHOOL. 


SCIENCE HAS LET IN LIGHT. 


Prof. Bacon Declares That Many New 
Testament Narratives Are “Leg- 
endary Accretions.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

NEW HAVEN, Conn.,. Dec,. 18.—Miracles 
as an article of faith were taken out of 
Christianity by Prof. Benjamin W. Bacon 
of the Yale Divinity School last evening. 
He spoke before the Men’s Club of the 
United Church on the theme: 

“Is a Belief In Miracles Essential to 


Christianity 7’ 

At the putset. Prof. Bacon declared that 
it was not, and he said that the greater 

art of the miracles of the Bible can now 

explained by scientific reasoning. They 
were regarded originally as miracies be- 
cause they were not understood. He point- 
ed to the alleged miraculous destruction of 
armies and multitudes of people according 
to the Old Testament, asserting that some 
plague which was not understood fell upon 
armies, and that because of the enormous 
number of deaths which followed a miracle 
was said to have been wrought... 
Prof. Bacon explained the ae mo the 
e4.Sea-by the*children of Israe] say- 
ing that it has been found that high winds 
actually drive the sea back at the exact 
spot where the miracles is sup d to have 
taken place, and that probably the chil- 
dren of Israel arrived at just the time 
when one of these was blowing. 

He deciared that the test of the miracu- 
lous was “permanent incomprehensibility.” 
The only two miracles which have stood 
the test of science in attempts to explain 
are, he said;"the resurrection and the cruci- 
fixion. ~ He referred to many of the miracles 
of the New Testament as “legendary ac- 
eretions,” declaring that the narratives 
were written down from memory, years 
after their occurrence by the Apostles.
